Elevated APACHE II scores are associated with mortality in acutely ill gynecologic 
oncology patients. 


Developmental Potential of Microbiopsied Murine Blastocysts 


Trophectoderm biopsy of murine blastocysts does not adversely affect 
developmental potential. 


Maternal Serum Uric Acid Levels in Twin Gestations 


Women carrying twins have significantly higher serum uric acid levels than their 
singleton counterparts. 


Pregnancy Outcome in Nulliparous Women 35 Years and Older 


Nulliparous women 35 years and older have increased risks of antepartum, 
intrapartum, and neonatal complications, but not of perinatal mortality. 


A Randomized Trial of Management of Pre-Labor Rupture of 
Membranes at Term in Multiparous Women Using Vaginal 
Prostaglandin Gel 


The use of prostaglandin E, vaginal gel results in a significant reduction in the 
interval from membrane rupture to delivery without increasing maternal and 
neonatal infective morbidity. 


Prevalence of Hepatitis B, Hepatitis C, and Human 
Immunodeficiency Virus Infection Among Women Attending 
Prenatal Clinics in San Juan, Puerto Rico, From 1989-1990 
Chronic hepatitis B and C virus infections in pregnant women tested in San Juan, 


Puerto Rico, have prevalences similar to childbearing women in the United States, 
but the prevalence of HIV infection is higher. 


Fetal Acidemia Associated With Regional Anesthesia for Elective 


Cesarean Delivery 


Regional anesthesia is associated with fetal acidemia of varying severity, with the 
highest prevalence seen in spinal techniques. 


Limb Defects After Chorionic Villus Sampling 


Both incidence and severity of limb defects increase with CVS. 


Aggressive Intrapartum Management of Lethal Fetal Anomalies: 
Beyond Fetal Beneficence 


Aggressive intrapartum management is appropriate for some patients whose fetuses 
have lethal anomalies. 


Characterization of the Effect of Cocaine on Catecholamine 
Uptake by Pregnant Myometrium 


Cocaine inhibits neuronal uptake of catecholamines by myometrium in pregnant 
women. 
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Levorotation of the Fetal Cardiac Axis: A Clue for the Presence 
of Congenital Heart Disease 


A cardiac axis exceeding 57° in the fetal chest seen sonographically is associated 
with a high risk of congenital heart defects. 


Sonographic Measurement of Nuchal Skinfold Thickness for 
Detection of Down Syndrome in the Second-Trimester Fetus: 
A Multicenter Prospective Study 


Sonographic measurement of nuchal skinfold thickness gives variable results, which 
makes it unsuitable for population screening. 


Are Routine Alpha-Fetoprotein and Acetylcholinesterase 
Determinations Still Necessary at Second-Trimester 
Amniocentesis? Impact of High-Resolution Ultrasonography 
Fetal abnormalities were detected on high-resolution ultrasonography before 
amniocentesis in all cases of raised AFP and positive acetylcholinesterase in AF, 


suggesting that routine performance of these biochemical markers is not cost- 
effective. 


Needle Modifications for Invasive Fetal Procedures 


Needles modified for fetal blood sampling and transfusion, by siliconization of the 
bore or Teflon external coating, improve performance and allow direct fetal ECG 
recording. 


Effect of Dehydroepiandrosterone Sulfate on Uterine Artery 
Flow Velocity Waveforms in Term Pregnancy 
Maternal injection of dehydroepiandrosterone sulfate in term pregnancy produces a 


significant decrease in uterine artery PI. 


Fetal Venous, Arterial, and Intracardiac Blood Flows in Red 
Blood Cell Isoimmunization 


In rhesus isoimmunization, there is hyperdynamic circulation in both arterial and 
venous vessels, but no evidence of congestive heart failure, even with severe 
anemia.

Laparoscopically Assisted Vaginal Removal of Ovarian Dermoid 
Cysts 


A new technique for treatment of dermoid cysts, using laparoscopically assisted 
vaginal removal through a colpoceliotomy, should be considered as an alternative to 
laparotomy and operative laparoscopy. 


Transumbilical Placement of the Vaginal Probe in Obese 
Pregnant Women 


Transumbilical placement of the vaginal probe can improve fetal imaging in obese 
pregnant women.

Interactive Multimedia for Prenatal Ultrasound Training 


Interactive multimedia can link fetal ultrasound images with a three-dimensional 
heart model to supplement traditional training in prenatal! ultrasound.

Fetal Genital Effects of First-Trimester Sex Hormone Exposure: 
A Meta-Analysis 


There is no association between first-trimester exposure to sex hormones generally, 
and OCs specifically, and external genital fetal malformations. 


Intrapartum Electronic Fetal Heart Rate Monitoring Versus 
Intermittent Auscultation: A Meta-Analysis 


A meta-analysis of all published randomized trials shows that continuous 
intrapartum electronic FHR monitoring is associated with both decreased perinatal 


mortality due to fetal hypoxia and higher rates of surgical intervention for suspected 
fetal distress.

Over 50% of eligible women do not benefit from a policy of routine amnioinfusion 
for moderate or thick meconium staining; neonatal outcome with amnioinfusion is 
similar to that without such management. 


Analysis of Carbohydrate-Intolerant Profiles of Mothers With 
Normal Glucose Tolerance Tests and Their Large for Gestational

Abnormal carbohydrate responses are analyzed in mothers with a normal GTT and 
in their LGA babies. 
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The Effect of Corticosteroid Administration on Uterine Activity 
and Preterm Labor in High-Order Multiple Gestations 


Maternal corticosteroid administration causes increased uterine activity and cervical 
change in high-order multiple gestations. 


Puerperal Seizures After Post-Dural Puncture Headache 


Cerebral vasoconstriction likely causes headaches and seizures after post-dural 
spinal puncture. 


Genital Herpes During Pregnancy: No Lesions, No Cesarean 


Adoption of the 1988 ACOG guidelines for the management of genital herpes 
infections during pregnancy reduces births by cesarean delivery. 


A Prospective Series of Unruptured Ectopic Pregnancies Treated 
by Tubal Injection With Hyperosmolar Glucose 
Hyperosmolar glucose injection is an effective alternative treatment of unruptured 


ectopic pregnancy with no systemic side-effects. 


The Incidence of Adhesions After Prior Laparotomy: 
A Laparoscopic Appraisal 


Intra-abdominal adhesions after laparotomy are related to the type of incision and 
clinical indication for surgery, but not to the number of prior incisions. 


Substance P: Endothelial Localization and Pharmacology in the 
Human Ovarian Vein 


Substance P is localized in vascular endothelial cells of the human ovarian vein and 
evokes vasodilation mediated partially via nitric oxide. 
Sexual Behavior in Junior High School Students 


Gender, ethnic group, pubertal status, suicidal ideation, and sibling number (but not 
variables such as self-esteem, church attendance, and sex education) are associated 
with early coitus.

A tube in the vagina outlines and stretches the vaginal fornices, making it easier to 
excise the uterus during a laparoscopic hysterectomy. 


Molecular Analysis of the RhD Genotype in Fetuses at Risk for 
RhD Hemolytic Disease 


Molecular analysis of the RhD gene provides an accurate and rapid prenatal test to 
determine whether a fetus is Rh-positive or Rh-negative.

FGR appears to be preceded by decreased maternal plasma volume expansion 
before the eighth week of pregnancy. 


Down Syndrome Prevention Program in a Population With an 
Older Maternal Age 


In a population with a high proportion of women at least 35 years old, two-thirds of 
Down syndrome cases can be detected by age criteria. 


Uterine Artery Velocimetry and Spontaneous Preterm Delivery 


Idiopathic spontaneous preterm delivery is associated with changes in uterine artery 
blood flow velocity. 


The Use of Color Doppler Ultrasound to Identify Fetuses at 
Increased Risk for Trisomy 21: An Alternative for High-Risk 
Patients Who Decline Genetic Amniocentesis 


Second-trimester ultrasound examination using real-time plus color Doppler 
identifies 87% of fetuses with trisomy 21 and can be used as an alternative to 
genetic amniocentesis. 


Plasma Cell Endometritis in Women With Symptomatic Bacterial 
Vaginosis 


Plasma cell endometritis frequently occurs in women with bacterial vaginosis but no 
signs or symptoms of upper genital tract infection. 
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Data from three national random surveys demonstrate the important role of 
obstetrician-gynecologists in providing general medical examinations to women.

The FDA has received reports of infections, removal difficulties, stroke, thrombotic 
thrombocytopenic purpura, thrombocytopenia, and pseudotumor cerebri associated 
with Norplant use.

Idiopathic preterm birth is more common in single young women and is associated 
with a lower neonatal mortality rate than is indicated preterm birth.
